Mr. Joseph Isom, one of the largest and 
most prosperous farmers in the. county, 
was ih Quitman yesterday.

It passed off all right, and Mr. Isom 
went out of town and reached his home, 
which is about ten miles north of Here,

He unhitched ‘his team and started back 
on foot towards the home of his father- 
in-law, Captain Tillman, in. company with 
his brothetin-law, Mr. Henry Tillman, 
They did not get more than half a mile 
from Isom’s home when they met four 
negroes, two on horseback and two in 4 
wagoh. They recognized Waverly Pike 
and West McCall on the horses. 
in the wagon were named Herring. 

They came up pretty fast, and came 
very near riding over Mr. Isom. 

Mr. Isom said: “Look out, boys, don’t 


Just as he got the words out, Pike drew 
a pistol and fired, without a word of 
warning. The ball entered Isom’s heart, 
and he died instantly. 

Pike and McCall fired three shots each 
at Isom after he fell, none of which took 
effect. Pike then jumped off his horse, 
got into the wogan with the other two 
negroes, and remarked with an oath: “I 
have killed Joe Isom.”’ 

He took the lines and drove off rapidly. 
When he reached home he ran for the 
woods, and is still at large. 

The two Herring negroes and McCall 
were captured and locked. in jail this 
morning.

What Georgia Offers Home Seekers. 

A few days ago Mr. Henry Knauff, a 
well-known citizen of Apison, Tenn., 
wrote to ex-Governor Northen, asking 
him to state some of the leading induce- 
ments offered by Georgia to German 
farmers. Mr. Knauff proposed to trans- 
late the information which he desired | 
to obtain into German for the benefit of 
his fellow countrymen in the northwest 
who are dissatisfied with that region 
and anxious to better their condition. 

In reply Governor Northen quoted the 
following from Mr. Knauff’s letter: 

I have been engaged in farming in Ca- 
toosa county, Georgia, for the last twenty- 
five years. I am a German by birth; came 
to this country before the war, and was 
of age when I reached it. I was an edu- 
cated farmer when I came here. I have 
remained where I am because I believe it 
to be the best soil, the best climate, the 
best water, the best air, with the best 
Health, in a country with one of the freest 
governments, with ample protection to life 
liberty and property, with absolute reli- 
gious freedom, surrounded by neighbors 
who are the easiest to get acquainted with, 
the most neighborly and sociable, with 
good schools, good church facilities, with 
a ready demand for all kinds of good farm 
labor, and all in all, in a country and 
among a people where a man who is a 
“Dutchman and a yankee soldier” believes 
it to be the best place where he and his 
family can find the greatest amount of 
happiness. 

The governor said that very little could 
be added to these words, as they sum- 
med up in a general way Georgia’s in- 
ducements. He, however, undertook jo 
present a few facts which he thought 
would be of interest to the German 
farmers of the northwest. He described 
our climate as being similar to that of 
central and northern France and cen- 
tral and southern Germany. Our tem- 
perature varies from a mean in winter 
of about 40 degrees toa mean in summer 
of about SO degrees. The rainfall for 
the entire state will average from forty- 
five to fifty-two inches. For southern 
Georgia the temperature will vary from 
50 to SO, the difference being mainly in 
the winter temperature. Tic summers 
are longer but not hotter fhan elsewhere 
in the state. The rainfall is about the 
same all over the state. For healthful- 
ness Georgia has a fine record. We are 
subje; to no epidemics and have very 
lit‘*~ malaria. The mountains and hills 
<f north Georgia and the piney woods 
of south Georgia are among the health- 
iest regions of the world. 

If our planters are not making money 
out of cotton they make good profits 
from grasses, grain, garden products 
and stock. Vineyards, fruit and truck 
farms would perhaps suit German far- 
mers better than cotton plantations. Gov- 
ernor Northen gave the following inter- 
esting facts about farming in Georgia: 

Up in your section of the state, near 
Trenton, in Dade county, a Mr. Powell 
made $13,000 clear this year on sixty acres 
of strawberries. Major G. M. Ryals, near 
Savannah, Ga., raises $540 ‘worth of cab- 
bages from a single acre, besides growing 
the same year two other crops, toma- 
toes and radishes, or potatoes and radishes, 
which increases the returns from the one 
acre about $600 for a single year. 

Let me give you one example of what is 
being done in middle and southern Geor-" 
gia in fruit culture: 

Hon. J. B. James, of Fort Valley, Ga., 
Some years ago set out 20,000 peach trees. 
His neighbors, who had. planted cotton all 
their lives and were getting nothing but a 
living out of their lands, laughed at him 
and said he was a fool for doing anything 
80 extravagant and visionary. 

He bought land at $12 an acre. 

The trees cost him $10 an acre. 

Preparation and planting cost him $2 an 
acre. 

Cultivation for four years cast $10 an 
acre. 

Fertilization cost $2 an acre. 

Total cost for four years, $386 an acre, 
including the original ¢ost of the land. 

He sold the first peach crop for $191 an 
acr e 
He sold the land for $70 an acre. 

He realized a profit of $225 an acre. 

The orchard was not quite in its prime and 
was good for seven more years. 

Mr. John L. Dickey, of Atlanta, who owns 
a stock farm in Jefferson county, Georgia, 
raises mules for two years at a cost of $15 
apiece, and sells them at $125 apiece. He 
raises hcrses at an expense of $25 apiece 
for two years and sells them for $150 apiece. 

Major W. H. Warren, Augusta, Ga., has 
ninety-two acres in grass. He makes a 
clear profit of $60 an acre upon the entire 
body of:land. The State Agricultural So- 
ciety of the state of New York, in the same 
year in which Major Warren made such 
a heavy profit off of his ninety-two acres, 
awarded the first premium to a man who 
made a profit off of his grass of $11 an 
acre. 

Mr. E. A. Copeiand, of Greenesboro, Ga., 
made a clear profit of $153 from a single 
acre of bermuda grass. This bermuda 
srass, by the way, is what enables Mr. 
Dickey, in Jefferson county, to raise mules 
so cheaply. He does not feed his cattie or 
Stock at all, the bermuda supporting them 
finely throughout | 

y wehout the spring, summer and 
fall, and his cane along the river and 
creeks keeping them through the winter.

It seems that Mrs. McCleary recently 
had Mr. Friedel arrested on the charge 
of stealing = fine Maltese tabby cat. Mr. 
Friedel ¢ugaged counsel and will fight 
the case on the ground that a ¢at is not 
property, and, therefore, he was not 
guilty of larceny in taking it. 

Upon this weighty point several lead- 
ing lawyers disagree. Major Venable 
holds that a domesticated car is prep- 
erty, and that the unauthorized seizing 
of such a eat is larceny. A wild eat 
running at large, of course, would not 
be property, but when it is domesti. 
cated there is no good reason for saying 
that it is not property. 

Mr. Skipwith Wilmer thinks toat a 
cat is property, but is not willing ‘9 eom- 
mit himself until he has investigated the 
subject. He says: 

The question is a very important one in 
more ways than one. It is of great interest 
to all the citizens of Baitimore whose 
slumbers are disturbed by the nightly con- 
certs of feline prowlers. If cats that pass 
in the night are cats ferae nafturae, the 
unwilling listener to their serenades would 
be justified in administering instant pun- 
ishment to the point of causing fright or 
injury by the bootjack method or of caus- 
ing death by a gun shot. But if cats of this 
class have owners and their owners prove 
them domitae naturae, rash action might 
render one subject to prosecution for as- 
saul or for murder. The establishment of 
a legal precedent as to the distinction be- 
tween cats ferae naturae and cats domitae 
naturae would be a boon to the commu- 
nity. 

On the other hand, Mr. Edgar (ans 
declares that a cat is not property, aud 
he is confident that Friedel has com- 
mitted no offense. Attorney General Jol" 
Poe agrees with Mr. Gans. He puts it 
this way: 

In the absence of a statute in the state 
of Maryland regarding the stealing of cats 
we are remitted to the principles of com- 
mon law. There we find that a cat, being 
included under the head of ferae naturae, 
is not legal property, and, if that is the 
case, a cat cannot be stolen. I agree with 
Mr. Gans that the fact that a special 
statute has been made in Maryland mak- 
ing a dog the subject of larceny and saying 
nothing about the cat proves that the cat 
must still be considered ferae naturae, just 
as it always has been. When one thinks 
about the matter a cat is really nothing 
but a wild animal. Horses and dogs were 
onee wild, too, but in their domesticated 
state they are of some use to man. A cat, 
however, is of no untility. It tis as much 
a wild animal, in a legal sense, as are its 
relatives—the tiger and the wildcat. Il 
should not consider that the taking of a 
cat without the consent of its owner was 
an indictable offense. . 

The Baltimore Sun in‘’an editorial cn 
the subject suggests that the eminent 
lawyers who do not believe that cats 
have anv rights connected with them 
which anybody is bound to respect 
probably in their youth delighted in 
hunting Thomas and Tabby on the 
backyard fence or pursued them over 
back lots under the exuberant fancy 
that they were attacking tigers in their 
native jungles. 

The case will have to go up tw the 
highest court before the matter will he 
settled. At present Baltimore is divit-d 
into two factions—cat and anti-cat—and 
it is impossible to predict the final re- 
sult. The question is of general interest, 
as Georgia and perhaps all tue other 
states have never yet settled the legal 
status of cats, and the Maryland decis- 
jon will be valuable as a precedent. One 
thing, however, is certain—the man who 
wantonly steals or kills a well-behaved 
and useful cat belonging to a neighbor 
would be guilty of other mean and dis- 
honest actions, and some way shwuuld -be 


found tO punish him.

LAWSHE AND LAIRD CHAINED TOGETHER 


A Special Car Was Prepared and a Strong 
Guard Was There—Laird Hopes 
for a Pardon. 


Guarded by six armed deputy marshals 
a carload of United States prisoners was 
Shipped off to Columbus, 0O., yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

In the crowd were men whose harrewing 
records have given substance to the largest 
sensations of the year, and now as thu 
year is passing away they, too, have gone 
to don the convict’s garb and serve out 
those sentences which their misdeeds have 
brought on. 

It was a strange scene, those thirteen 
men chained side by side, all silent and. 
sad, making their way through the happy 
Christmas throng and gazing for the last 
time in years upon the familiar scenes and 
faces from which they were so soon to 
part. : 

“Ole Santa Cljaus’ll have to come out of 
his way to reach us this year,” said Jim 
Lawshe, pulling his slouch hat down over 
his eyes and winking at the erowd of 
curious urchins that followed at his heels. 

There was already a crowd at the car- 
shed when .the prisoners arrived and their 
appearance caused much excitement. An- 
drew Jackson Laird, the distinguished look- 
ing embezzler, and Jim Lawshe, the coun- 
terfeiter, were the most conspicuous fig- 
ures in the gang. 

They were chained together and occupied 
the same seat in the special coach en- 
gaged by United States Marshal Sam Dun- 
lap. Since his conviction Lawshe has 
shaved away the heavy red beard which 
he cultivated in jail. 

“I heard they were going to put me with 
Lord Laird,” he explained, “and of course 
l had to be distinguished looking, too, 
that’s why I cropped away those waving 
ranzillas that I used to wear. We're dead 
games—me an’ Laird—an’ we're goin’ to Le 
bloody sports up there in de pen. 

“My friend Laird knows a good thing 
when he sees it an’ I'm a-goin’ to give him 
a Christmas gift. IU set him up to one 
of them zebra suits. He'll look as pretty 
as a speckled purp dressed up in a striped 


suit an’ his head shaved.” 
Laird Was Gloomy. 
It was easy to see that there was an 


effort on the part of the inimitable Jim to 
be merry. His usual witty remarks were 
strained and he tried to hide his real feel- 
ings with jokes at the expense of the 
other prisoners. 

Laird appeared gloomy. He walked with 
ithe other men. His long Prince Albert and 
silk hat, which he has invariably worn 
since his capture in California, were packed 
away and left at the jail to be forwarded 
to his family. 

He was neatly dressed, however, in a 
black cutaway suit and gray overcoat. 

“TI intend to face my sentence as best I 
ean,” he said. “It is a hard thing to

think about—three years in that horrible 
place, but I have done wrong and I must 
suffer for it.’’ 


In speaking about his case Laird has al- 
ways given the impression that there 
was something behind it which had never 
been brought out. What this is he has told 
no one. 

Atianta’s Jail Broke Him Down. 

“Sometimes it will all be known,” he 
said. “I eannot talk now about it, but I 
will ask the people to be as lenient with 
me as possible in their opinions.” 

Laird has been in ill health for some 
time and the heaithy look which ‘he wore 
after his wesiern trip has gone. He de- 
clares that the Fulton county jail is re- 
sponsible for his condition. 

“I was in good health until I went to 
that place,” he said. “I scarcely Knew 
what it was to be sick, but that hole is 
enough to kill anybody if they are kept 


there long enough. 

“The treatment is all right. I don’t 
complain of that. The jailers have been 
kind to me. It is the torture to stay in 
“one of those cells. There is scarcely any 
ventilation, and it is simply suffocating. 


It is a shame for a city like Atlanta to 
have such a piace as that./’ 

Laird was visited by his brother and 
daughters yesterday before his departure 
and they remained with him for some time. 
He says that he hopes for a pardon and 
will do all in his power to secure one. 

The Men Whe Beat Roper. 


A. P. Duncan and W. R. Morrison, two 
of Will Roper’s assailants, were also car- 
ried on. J. T. Morrison, J. M. Morrison 
and J. T. Redd were left behind awaiting 
new trials, which have been granted them. 

The train carrying the men pulled out at 
2 o'clock. On board the special car were: 
Jim Lawshe, who will serve eight years; 
T. J. Watts, three years; D. A. Stewart, 
thirteen months; Davis Weaver, eighteen 
months; A. J. Laird, three years; A. P. 
Duncan, ten years; W. R. Morrison, eight 
years; Neal Gentry, Lee Griggs, Mint 
Moore, Wash Gentry and two others from 
the Gilmer county white caps,°who go up 
for three years. 

The guard was made up of Deputy Mar- 
shals Lewis, Mann, Heathington, Milton, 
Prater and McAfee.

SOUTHERN RAILWAY HAS THREE TRAINS 


Loaded with Western Tourists Who Will 
Arrive Today-—Other News of the 
Railroads. 


Three special trains will arrive in Atlanta 
today from the west loaded with 600 or 700 
excursionists. 

They come from Texas and are on their 
way to visit their old homes, most of them 
being former residents of Georgia and South 
Carolina. 

The excurison rates offered by all southern 
lines this season for people in the west to 
visit their homes in Georgia were such as 
put it within the grasp of nearly all of them 
to come back from across the waters of the 
Mississippi. 

They will spend Christmas amid the 
scenes of their childhood and will return 
after a fortnight—excepting those who will 
remain here permanently. 

This is an unusual march of westerners 
back to their homes at Christmas time. 
There is always quite a movement of excur- 
sionists at this time of year, but not for 
a long time has there been such busi- 
ness as forces one single railroad to run | 
three special trains to accommodate the 
traffic aside from the regular passenger 
trains that run on regular schedules. 

Most of the Christmas excursionists who 
will be in Atlanta today have come over 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham 
and were turned over in Birmingham to 
the Southern railway. 

The Southern will also run a special out 
of Atlanta today to Charlotte to accommo- 
date the Texans who may have resided for- 
merly in South Carolina and North Carolina 
and who may be on their way there. 

But the great bulk of the excursionists 
will disperse in Atlanta, this being the 
common point to which the specia. trains 
were started at the outset. 

A rate of one fare for the round trip was 
offered this year to those who wanted to 
come back to their homes in the south- 
eastern states and spend the holidays. 

One of the trains of the Southern rail- 
way with three hundred tourists aboard, 
will arrive in Atlanta at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing and two others will arrive during the 
day at later hours. 


THE RATE COMMITTIEE’S WORK. 


Cheap Rates Were Given to the Ex 
hibitors at the Exposition. 

A rate will be given the exhibitors of the 
Cotton States and International exposition 
by the railroads of the south which will 
allow them to bring their exhibits here and 
return them for just what it would other- 
wise have cost for the single trip. 

The rate committee of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association determined 
to offer this special rate at its recent meet- 
ing in this city. 

It is intended to offer encouragement to 
the exhibitors and to aid the exposition 
management. 

The only requirement made by the roads 
is that the freight shall be brought to At- 
lanta and carried away by the same owners, 
thus excluding from the enjoyment of such 
cheap rates those exhibitors who dispose of 
their possessions on the grounds or who do 
not have them returned. 

This will be a gerat inducement to those 
who have been contemplating making exhib- 
its at the exposition. It will be of incalcula- 
ble service to the exposition managers. 

Many other important issues came before 
the railroaders in their recent session. 

The rate committee gave reduced rates 
on furniture from southern manufactories 
to the east, the cut being 4 cents per 
hundred. This is intended to encourage 
and favor the southern furniture manufac- 
tories. 

Reduced rates were granted on bagging 
material. 

The petition of the Southern Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association for a reduction on 
groceries of certain classes when shipped in 
car load lots was defeated, but an appeal 
was taken and the matter will be carried 
by some of the roads to the executive 
board. 

As to fertilizer rates, the same rates as 
were effective last year were adopted with 
a few slight changes which do not to any 
considerable extent alter the schedule. 

No action was taken on the petition of 
certain melon growers usking the associa-. 
tion to require all fréight charges on water- 
melon shipments to be prepaid, provided a 
general reduction of 25 per cent be granted; 
it was referred to a special committee. No 
action was taken by the rate committee at 
large for the reason that the watermelon 
season is far ahead and there was no ur- 
gent cause for immediate action. 

What the Grocers Claim. 

There was quite an effort made before the 
rate committee by the Southern Wholesale 
Grocers’ Assdciation to get a reduction on 
meat, flour and molasses in car load lots, 
and it is understood that since the question 
has been appealed to the executive board 
the wholesale grocers will make a strong 
fight on it. 

Mr. John A. Lee, who is president of the 
National. Travelers’ Protective Association, 
was in Atlanta from St. Louis and was 
talking about the action of their rate com- 
mittee yesterday. 

“All the grocers want,’ said he, “is that 
the railroads should give difference between 
car load rates and less than car load 
rates, which will measure with the saving 
they have in shipments of this kind. 

“I believe that the railroads of the 
country and the traveling salesmen ought 
to work together. Their interests are close- 
ly allied and I think that the grocers have 
laid no extravagant claims at the doors of 
the railroad men in asking for this reduction 
or difference. We will continue to make ar- 
gument on this point, and I believe the rail- 
roads will see the justice of our claims.” 

The Kast Coast Line. 

Mr. Alphronso W. Fritot, soliciting pas- 
senger agent for the Jacksonville, St. Au- 
gustine and Indian River railway, is in the 
city looking after the special excursion bus- 
iness that this popular line, in connection 
with other roads, is going to work, be- 
ginning December 26th. 

A special rate of $15 for the round trip 
has been offered from Atlanta to Palm 
Beach. 

General Passenger Agent Joseph Richard- 
son, of the Kast Coast line, isin Atlanta to- 
day to supervise the work of arranging 
for the special excursion traffic.

New York, December 21.—Summary of 
Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter: Liv- 
erpool showed a slight decline as «compared 
with yesterday’s quotations, but the inter- 
est of the market has been entirely center- 
ed in the movement of the crop at the inte- 
rior towns.

Chicago, December 21.—The bull feeling 
for the past two days in wheat was again 
apparent at the opening this morning, and 
with a falling off in northwest receipts, 
which today are nearly 2,000‘cars less than 
last year, coupled with a little better feel- 
ing on the other side, Liverpool cables quot- 
ing wheat td higher, the market for a 
while displayed considerable strength, a 
few buying orders being apparent. As the 
session advanced, however, the holiday 
attitude was assumed and prices gradually 
gave way. Total clearances, 235,000barrels of 
Wheat and flour, gave no encouragement, 
particularly as the bulk was flour. Re- 
gardless of influences that are brought to 
bear on the market, the bulls cannot rea- 
sonably expect much, if any, improvement 
in prices while our gold exports continue 
at the present rate. Over two million is 
reported as taken for ship tomorrow. 

Corn—The cash situation has been the 
factor, and as this was weak naturally 
speculative futures have _ suffered. Re- 
ceipts were fair at 336 cars, being 36 over 
expectations, and with promise of 360 to- 
morrow. Selling has been general, eleva- 
tor people being very noticeable on the 
other side of the market. Receipts at pri- 
mary points begin, we think, to show the 
shortness of the crop, aggregating today 
but 332,000, against 805,000 last year, though 
there are many speculators who consider 
corn at present prices too high. 

Hog product has ruled easy at lower 
figures. Packers were apparently sellers, 
and with 4,000 hogs over expectation at the 
yards a weaker feeling developed through- 
out the whole line.

Barnés, ‘In view of 
all the circumstances, made no attempt to 
secure Durant and did not answer the tele- 
gram except to say that he had been re- 
leased.
